Willlin Varley, «lias “Reddy the Black-

overland route. The arrivil of this distingnizhed
individonl eansged eonsiderable exeltement in
certaln clreles, and creates i general desire to
know something of the antecedents of o erimi-
nal of stueh great repute.

Varley 18 o hero of erime, who has had great-
ness thrust upon him rather thae achieved it
A man governed chieily by brotal instinets, he
ling never risen to the first rank n= an adroly
depradator, and he has become famous mainly
Leeanse of his unreasoning, nngovernable tem-
per, and his matehless impudence. Bt for that
he would have gone through Hife ns a very orili-
nary thicf and plekpoceket.  His intallect 1s of a
very low order, and it would trouble him profmn-
blw to tell when and how he received the alics
of “Reddy the Blocksmith.,” The name come
from his red halrand raddy complexion, and
from the fact that fn early life he was an appren-
Hee to o Blacksmith, and the affix was 1o distin-
anigh him from “*Reddy the Plumber,” another
member of the lawless tiane to which he was
fivet attached. s - - Y =

His First Term.

In 1855 “Reddy"” fell for the tivet time fnto the
clittehes of the law, being picked up by Jolin
Jourdan, then as active, shrewd, and able a
patrolman ag he is now o police-captaing hut
Jotrdan was inexperienced then, and *‘Reddy”
slipped out of the trap which hnd been set tor
liim, and he was finally discharged without pun-
{shiment, because the complainant in the coase
could not be found.

Very goon afterwards, however, he wns ar-
rested again for picking the pocket of an English
rentleman in a street ear of 400, This time the
fates were unpropitions: the complainant was
present at the trial; the evidence was direct and
positive, and Reddy, for the first time in his life,
wie a convieted felon, ”L‘ wis gentenced Lo five
years in the Sinte Prison, and was flrst sent to
Ning Bing, where he speedily became noted as
the most Incorrigible dizorderly and . dizorga-
nizing ruffian that hoad ever been in the institn-
tlon. He was digeiplined withont effect. The
shower-bath, the dark cell, and all other expe-
dients proving ineflectual, he was at last sent
off to Clinton Prison to expend his stubbornness
in the iron mines, There he staved until the
expiration of his =entence, and althongh nothinge
as to his demeanor there has come out of that
solitude, he certainly returned to his old baunts
in the city entirely untamed.

He Turns Forger.
Very =oon after his release he achieved dis-
tinction in an entirely new line. Resuming his
old profession, he picked a gentleman’s pocket,
ind to his great chagrin found nothing in it but
o draft for €100, pnyable to order. He must have
heen very gruutiy;uwﬁml for money at the time,
for he essayed forgery, and, singularly enoungh,
wis muir(}i_v gnccessful.  The erlime was disco-
vered, “Reddy" wag arrested, indicted, gave
bail, and meantime the complainant left the
country, and although he was subsequently re-
arrested by Captain Jourdan and confined in
the Tombs for some time, the man who had been
robhed could never be lound, and he was ulti-
mately discharged,

An aceident of k serious nature ocenurted vos-
| terday forenoon, which will affect the domestle
cvomfort of the resldents of the West Division to
a rather unplensant degree. About 11 o'clock
the Lafrentee, a vessel laden with lumber, was
towing by the tog Crawford from the South
Branch along the river in the vicinity of the
Chicago nvenue bridge, Contrary to the pro-
visions of the city ordinance she was |n'm'--.t-$’|ng
stern foremost and dragging hor anchor, which
struck the maln plpe which supplles the West
Divizion and fprong o huge leak, The pipe runs
from the \\.‘dl‘.'r works :llll'l'l[! ('hi('u[{‘u avenue,
and dips about three feet under the bed of the
river. It is a two-foot plpa, and forms the prin-
cipnl main from which the entire West Side
drnws its supply of water. The leak wns al
once dotected by an unwonted commotion In the
river—the water bolling up from below and
ereating qulte a current. The anchor chindn of
the vessel was broken, and the anchor was left
ot the bottom of the river,

Information of the oecenrrence was at onee
communieated to the Hoard of Publiec Worke,
who lost no time in teking the proper stops to
remedy the evil,  Messrs, Fox and Howard con-
veyed their pile-driving machinery and materinl
tor the gpot. and the workmen set about making
the necessary preparations for building a coffer-
dom.  Most of the afternoon woas occupied In
drageing for the lost anchor, when the procise
ter of the Injury done to the pipe cosld
I talned.  The leak appears to be o very
henvy one, and s Influence wns qulekly per-
cefved throughout the entire West, Divigion yos-
terday, by the slickening of the rogular supply.

The cost of erceting the cofter-dam and re-
pairing the pips will probably amount to over
L2000, while the inconvenience to cltizens wili
he serlous indeed.  The supply from thnt quar-
ter will bave to be cut off for at least a week,
and the only remaluing sources of supply are a
one-foot pipe which runs under the river nt
Adams street and o two-feet pipe crossing the
river at Twelfth strect. These will, to some
extent, supply the demand, but very Inade-
quately, innsmuel ag the South 8ide hos in the
firet place to be satisfied.

The West Side people will hear of the disaster
with some alarm. Their prospects tor ot leastia
week to come are not pleasing to contemplate,
and it ig to e hoped that the Board of Public
Waorks will see lL:\'I the work of repairing the
pipe is proceeded with vigorously by dny and
night, and without an hour's delay. The acel-
dent may also teach a useful lesson in cansing
the city ordinances to be more rigidly enforeed.

Now tiere are two other things to e done
One iz to Immediately arrest and  prosceiate,
with all the power of the law, the eaptain who
wantonly endangered the safety, health, and
comfort of one hundred thousand people.

The next thing is that for o few days, at least,
people must get along with as little water ns
they can, using it indicionsly in all parts of the
city, and vot syuandering it.

The Dreaded Parasite in the West.

On Iast Saturday Dr. Hessert was ealled to
treat the wife of a German named Sachser, em-
doyed at the linois Central Cnr Works, resid-
ng at No. 108 Arnold street.  The woman com-
plained of belng “sick all over,” 8he said that her
head achied; that her bones seemed ready to fall
apnrt, and that each one seemed 10 POssess Iy
own Iodividual pain. While the Doctor was
listening to her story, he ohgerved that every
member of her family, conslsting of a husband
and mnine children, looked sick, and that the
father and four of the children seemed unusually
Indisposed. ['{'II!I ht!;llh’l\' he [found that the
yvoungest, but two years of age, had been niling
for two weeks from some unknown canse, and
that the husband, a givl of fifteen, aud two boys,
aged thirteen and fourteen, had all complained of
being indisposed for some days. They were
aMicted with diarrhon; complained of paivs In
the abdomen; their limbs had become sull; while
thie musdles of the face and those of the eves
had been considerably swollen.  They also com-
plained of headache, pains in the chest, and ex-
perienced dificulty in breathing. At first the
doctor belleved the symptoms to have heen
cansed by poigon, and he accordingly questioned
his patients regarding thelr food. Ile learned
that all had partaken of some raw ham, and the
cauge was soon made clear to him. The symp-
toms were those of trichina, and he began 1o
treat them accordingly. Before the medicine
could take effect, however, the patients he-
come much worse, and the father, who, on
Saturday, wag yel tolerably well, on Monday wns
fairky prostrated with the disense. Yesterday
keveral of the patients were yet In considerable
danger.

The ham, which wns but a pari a whole
one, had been procured from Mrs, Halber, re-
siding wt No. 156 Armold strect, and upon in-
quiry it was discovered that she was also suifer-
ing from the same cange, nmd was under the
treatment of Dr, Merkler, of No. 377 State
street. Iler symptoms appeared less aggravatoed,
nowever, owlng to the foet that shie had cooked
bher meat before eating it, while the others had
partnken of It in its raw =tate, The physlcians
then held a consultation. nnd hoth agreed as to
the eanse—trichina. Unfortunately no part of
the ham, except a little of the melted fat, is left
for exnmination, and that does not suiltee for the
purpose, The physicinns have endeavored to
prevall upon some of thelr patients to allow
them to possess themselves of a small portion ol
the musceles of the arm, but with this tender re-
guest sone of them have been willing to comply

Double Execntlon in Tennessee Yesterdny - A
Wihite Man nnd Negro Hung for the Marder
of i Pollceman—The Seenes,

Danpateh to The Beening Telegraph.,

Mempuis, Aug, 21.—The execation of James
Galvin and Samuel Moody, the Istter colored,
ling been the theme of conversation for several
days. At an early hour yesterday morning
crowds of people, mostly negroas, from the city
and country hegan to assemble about the jall,
and by one o'clock the vieinity was dense with
people nnxious to witness the execuion. The
men were to expiate the erime of murder, hay-
ing Killed Officer Fenton In December, 1868, At
1-80 P. M. Sheriff Curry appeared with the pri-
goner Galvin, accompanied by Father O'Brien
and a guard. Galvin mounted the seaffold with
a firm tread, and apparently without any fear.
Arrived upon the seaffold, the Sheriff read the
decision of the Court, after which Galvin, with
Father O'Brien, united In prayer, when Galvin,
in response Lo a question from the Sherlff as to
whether he had anything to say, stepped for-
ward and addressed the crowd. e acknow-
ledged to having fired the fatal shot, but sad
he did it in self-defense.  After which
religlons eervice was read. Gualvin's arms
and lege were pluloned, and the eap placed over
hiz hend, the noose adjusted, and wf 140 the
drop fell.  After hanging fifteen minutes the
physicians pronounced life extinet, when his
body was eut down and delivered to his mother,

Moody, the negro, nccompanied by the
minlster and officers, ascended the steps of the
seaffold at 2:10. The Sherifl read the deatli-war
rant, and told Moody if hehad anything to say
to do 0. Moody then,"as often before, declared
hiz Innocence, warned all to keep out of bud
company, said Bedford was the muan who fired
the shot, and that he was going to die for the
crime of murder, but expressed o' willingness
to die, having experlenced religion ginee his
confinement. After this the colored clergyman,
Mr. Rivels, offered a prayer and sang a hymn,
Moody joining in the latter. At the conelusion
Moody's armg and legs were pinjoned, the cap
was deawn over his head, and at 2:20 the door
wias nguin dropped.  Fifteen munutes after, life
had left the body. Tt then cut down and
delivered to his friends.
